RALEIGH, N. C, August 23..After
llatenlng to tho rendlng of a lengthy
fitatoment from Judgo B. F. Long, tho
trlal Judge, nnel' an affldnvlt from
Dcputy Clcrlr Royaler acttlng out In
detull answcra to tho petltlon from
the Southcrn Rnllway Company for n
wrlt in tbe, appeal of the Southern
from tlio $30,000 fine Impoacd by Judgo
Long for vlolatlon of the pnaaenger
rate not, and argument by Coloriel Rod¬
man for the railroad company and by
former Govornor Aycock for the State,
the North Carollna Supremc COurt to-
day made an order foF tho argument
of the appcal on Ita merlta-to be heard
Soptombcr 17th, the counsel for the
Southern in the mcantlme, to iittve the
prlvllego of going through tho caBe
aa niailo up op appcal in tho offlco
of the elerk nnd adjuating and amend-
ing It along llnea ugre,od on,
The statement from Judge Long de-

nled ln toto that there waa anything
wrong with the caao on appeal or
that tho counsel for the Southern had
not been glven every opportunlty to
Boo that tho recorel waa falr to their
clb-nt.
Former Govornor Aycock Inslsted

tha,t thero was nothing wrong with
the record. nnd that the State' wns not
Btandlng on technicalities. but inalsting
that the hearlng ahali he speody and
purely on ita merlta and not on tcch-
nicalltlca.

"Itccorda. Ilefectlvr."
C'Olonel Rodman. for the- Southern,

rellerated that the reeorda were defoe-
tlve ln the matter that their ntnda-
vlt had aet out, and that he wns tired
of Iiearing atatementa that they were
lo the contrary. Thero waa consld-
erable crosa-flrlng betweeu counsel
and dlrect eiueatlonlng by inembera of
the Supreme Court be-noh befbre the
rullng waa finaliy reached that the
regular hearlng on tlie inorlla of the
appeal ahould be tlxed for Soptember
I7th. T/ila was the <Jay aaked by Col-
onoi Rodman for the Southern.

This rhang" wns do-
iTSSti upon by tho imTrTTTHriTrpPrnTmt
followlng -tho troublo at tho Gingham
Mlll Monday, when about 200 spinni-rs
and wcavera went on atriko for a re-
dnctlon ot houra from 60 por week to
lil por weok.

tho operatlvos on Saturdny. Hereto-
foro the mills have been closlng down
at 2:45 In the afternoon., the opera-
tlves working two hours nftor tha dln-
nor recess of forty-tlvo minutea, be-
glnnlns at noon on Saturday. Now
tho mills will cloao at noon, givlng the
operativos a balf-hollday and also
shorten tho working houra from 66 per
week to 61 per woek.tho tlmo that la
observed by most of tho remninlng
mills in and about tho city at present.

Ts Charged With Killing Daniel
Ovcrcash, His Brother-

in-Law.

SPENCER, N. C, August 29..Edward
Ashby, the jslayer of Daniel Overcash,
was arraigned ln Rowan Supreme Court
at Sallsbury to-day for trlal under the
charge of murder.
The taklng of evld/mce began lmme-

dlately after the Jury was impenalod,
and the caae ls progresslng rapldly,
wltli Judge .Justlce on the bench and
Solicitor Hammer at the helm for the
State. Able attorneys nppear on each
slde. Coroner Dorsett and Reese Pethoi
were tho maln wltnesses for tho State
to-day. Tethel testlflcd that he was
near' the two men in a field. but dld
not see Ashby fire the shot whlch end-
eel tlie life of Overcash, who was a
brother-in-law of the prlsoner. Cor¬
oner Dorsett sald the shot was fired
from some distance. The testlmony of
other wltnesses Indleated a consplracy
to end the life of Overcash.

"Methoda of Harvcatlnir Corn Crop"
were fllscuased hy A. L. Frcnch, of
Koi-kltighnm county.

Presl¬
dent O, C. Mooro, of the Norlh Caro-
llna divislon of tlie Southern Cotton
FarmerB' Association, made a stlrring
Bpeech on tho work of securlng co-Dp-
eratlon in tho gradual marketlng of
cotton so as to malntaln good prices.
Many othera took part in the dlse'ua-
sion of all the prlnclpal tupita consld-
oreel.

Court, Goes Back to South

Carolina.
ASHEVILLE. N. C, AuguBt 29..

.Indge J. C. Pritchard ln thej Unlted
Sfatea Court rendered a declslon to-
day in the caee of Charles .1. Morrow
vs. Charlotte Air Line Rallway Com¬
pany, remandlng the case to the South
Carolina State court.
Morrow sued the rallway for $10,000

on nccount of j-ersonal damages sus-
tained hv him, the sult belng entered
in the State oiirt of South Carolina.
The rallway compMiy petltloned that
the case be rnovftd to the Unlted States
Circuit Court on the gronnd of diver-
sity of cltlzenship, tho rallway com¬
pany alleglng that lt was a citlsen of
Korth Carolina, whllo the plaintiff was

a citizen of South Carolina.
.Tudge Pritchard. after hearlng the

argument, remanded the case to tho
South Carolina Stato court, whence
it. had been removed on the grotmd
that tho rallway company was a do-
nieRtlc corporatlon.
